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MERCHANTS AND MANUFACTURERS 

Their .Mutual Relations— Their Com- 
mon Mistakes. 

A little retrospect will do no one any Injury; 
an;!?.', mayprove both entertaining and Instructive; 
but we promise that it shall not be very long. 

Lewis Collins, in his history of Kentucky, tells 
u» that Capt. Thos. Bullitt of Virginia, Is said to 
have laid off the town of Louisville In August, 
1773; but tbit was previous to the building of the 
first log cabin in Kentucky.

Is paid for, whether they are energetic or not— 
whose expenses must be paid. In advance of auy 
sales he or they may make— whose Influence Is 
limited for god. If not absolutely hurtful, aud 
whose Interest In the amount of sales Is not In- 
creased by greater efficiency. The wholesale 
merchant should make It his invariable rule to 
buy his goods of home manufacture, If possible 
—provided they are equal In quality, and within 
a small marglu of the ferelgu articles In price; 
and if the wares are not manufactured Id bis lo- 
cality, and there Is no serious obstacle In the way, 
he sbonld uot rest until he has succeeded tu se- 
curing the Incoming and establishment of the 
necessary shops. The manufacturer should never 
sell at retail, w hen such a sale will Interfere in 
obtaining a wholesale merchant as his agent, 
and he should make it his rule to 

put his goods upon the market st such 
prices as will give the merchant no rea- 
sonable excuse Tor buying elsewhere. 
These are the mutual relations of merchauts and 
manufacturers and their duties to each other, as 
well as themselves.

This short scrap proves a very uncommon fact 
In the history of commuultle*— a slow, gradual, 
uniform, and constant growth, the population 
doubllug every ten years from the day of its 
foundation. One other short sentence of history: 
“In 1783, Daniel Brodbead began a new era by 
expo-ing goods from Philadelphia for sale In 
Louisville. The merchandise had been brought 
from Philadelphia to Pittsburg In wagons, aud 
thence to Louisville in fltt boats. The belles of 
our ‘forest laud' then began to shine In all the 
magnificence of calico, and the beaux lu the lux- 
ury of wool hats." It 1- true that other cities can 
show a much more rapid growth in population 
Ln the space of ninety years, though the total 
rooms up a "i. i.i per ceoL, and • nock mr 
wonderful advaote lu Its mercantile Interests; 
but no city can show a -urer or more solid and 
healthful advance. 

ln 1820. when the population was four thou- 
sand, or even ln 1830, yvbon It had reached ten 
thousand, and the number of Its merehauts wa? 
counted by scores and Its mechanics by tens: If 
the merchants and mechanics had united their 



for themselves and the community at large. Two 
of these mistakes are especially prominent, aDd 
they only, for the present, will be noticed. 

First— The habit, introduced long years ago, of 
endeavoring to force sales at a fixed per cent, of 
profit— falling ln which, a refusal to sell, and a 
consequent driving of the customer to some other 
market. It Is no doubt true that both merchants 
and manufacturers have been guided by the same 
rule ol conscientious probity, refusing to sell an 
Inferior article as a good one; and, knowing their 
wares to be of superior quality, they have fixed 
a certain price and Insisted on having It. They 
seem to forget that a large proportion— perhaps 
one-half— of the actual consumers cannot dis- 
tinguish, by examination, the difference between 
the useful and the showy; that they can learn the 
dtffeience by experience only: and that they 
never will gain this experience without some 
Inducement, such as an approximation ln price. 
They seem also to lose sight of another fact 
equally patent— that the lower the price of the | 
article the greater Is the consumption; conse- 
quently, instead of selling at ten per cent, profit, 
and thereby building up a heavy trade, they hold 
out for twentv-Ove per cent, and do a smali busi- 
ness. They should constantly bear ln mind that 
It Is not the per cent, profit by which they will 
be enilehed. but the absolute profit. One exem- 
ol * will Illustrate the Idea: A and B are both

fathers, so to speak, the ancestor- - , the progeni- 
tors of the manufacturers of to-day. A great 
mistake was made ln those days, ani such Is the 
force ot education sn 1 habit that not until wlib- 
lu the last decade, or at most score of years, 
have the eyes of both parties been opened to see 
the mistakes; nor until within a very few years 
past has any effort been made to break the fetters 
lorged and fastened by a course of training p r- 
sl-ted m through a period of thirty or forty 
year*. , 

It maj- not, perhaps, be just to charge any con- 
certed and organized effort on the patt of the 
early merchants, but there was evidently a tacll 
agreement to that effect, which had. If any dlfle - 
euce, even a worse effect than concert of action 
and organized eflort would or could have pro- 
duced, for an organized effort might have aroused 
determined oppo-ltloo, aud that would have re- 
sulted ln life and restless acnvltv. The great 
mts'ake of those days was the po-ttlve refusal of 
the merchants tu encourage the Influx of mechan- 
ics, skilled art Nr, ns and manufacturers. The , „„„ „ 

Idea serf; »ij have taken possession of them that and whit they 1 
every mechanic, at t -an and manufacturer, who | ulueowM every te 
came Into the cit y, w as another enemy who must 
be frowned do u, or socially ostracised, lnas- I 
much as he could not be legally prevented from 
entering, nor forced to leave. This under- 
stood state of feeling came ln time to be general, 
because the mercantile class were the rulers ln 
social life, and the public at large wt re thus In- 
noeulated with a mistaken view cf their duties 
aud best interests. 

The result of such a course was. that manufac- 
turers a* a class, and mechanics, except a few 
who were acknowledge d to be unmistakably nec- 
essary, were for ieai6deiurred front settling la a 
community which not only did not lnvlie them, 
but absolutely irovvned at their coming. But the 
few brave ones remained aud others came ln 
time, attracted bv the prospect of commanding 
contiguous markets. They labored assiduously 
aud constantly to pnt themselves right before all 
classes of community, by the superiority of their 
wares .and their honorable method of dealing. A 
persistence In this course has resulted ln break- 
ing down moat of the barriers which the hrst 
mistake of the merchants erected, ami It is 
be hoped the day Is close at hand, when both 
class's win fully understand their relations to 
each other, aud carry that understanding Into 
free, unr* strained ac log. 

The meichant.ln any line of business except the 
raw preducts of the field. Is entirely dependent 
upon the manufacturer. Without the producer 
or art1>an the occupation of the merchant wouli 
be gone, lie Is, In truth, a middle man betweeu 
the producer and cousumer. and t,o more. He 
should understand that relation lu all its length 
aud breadth, hlgbt and depth, if he would per- 
fectly fill his sphere. It is an honoragle sphere 
— U I- a necessrry one, without w hich the great 
system of exchanges would he imperfect, w ith 
which it is complete. He must have the pro- 
ducer on one hand to supply him with stocks, aud 
the cou.-umer on the 

him for supplies. I; mav be said that all this Is 
but a irul.-m which nobody doubts. Granted; but 
It leads directly to the statement of unotber prop- 
osition. which Is Just as true, but not generally 
f received. That the merchant's first duty Is to 
the manufacturer of his own Immediate 
locality, and his best Interest is 
oound up, more or leys, in the 
success of his manufacturing neighbor. This is 
m truth— first, because by ?uch a course he retain? 
within bis own community his total receipts, ln- 
*sead of *t ndlng to some other point at b est four- 
, TflAis of t hose receipts; second, because the elghtv 
p, «r not. thus retained is disbursed by the manu- 
faK tui er to his artlzans, by them for family sup- 
plied a,bd, lu an incredibly short space or time, 
nnde .’is wav tjack into the merchant's coffers, 
giving hit a trade he could not otherwise eDjoj; 
third, Pecan ^uch a course tends ercatlv to in- 
crease t he population of the city, enhances ln a 
wonder *«L ratio the value or real estate, in- 
creases t be revenue of the local government, en- 
abling It to establish public comforts previously 
unknown — better protection from thley’es aud 
robbers, t ireaur security from tires, provides a 
belter eelg ration for his children, and furnishes a 
host of de Ight* for h's family not so easily at- 
tainable un «er other circumstances, if he buys 
from a fo. •e'gn producer, his direct profits on 
. sales may be « equally as great, perhaps even great- 
er but all th *a»e reflex benefits, in themselves in- 
finitely a^re valuable than tne direct profits, are 
uuenjoyed. u Rinown, unanticipated. 

And what bike relation of the manufacturer 
to tbemercb; wat — and the resulting duties? Ills 
position Is to tome extent analogous to that of 
tbe merchant ’.hough with a difference, lie also 
cornea between the producer and tne consumer. 

His producer Is the fatmer or some other manu- 
tacturer.or som< t naerchanQas the agent of farmer 
or manufacturer and tils great consumer Is the 
merchant, who. If he choose to make him such, 
becomes bis wtc Ji' sale agent, Introducing him 
and his wares to thousands of actual consumers 
be would othei v. 'lae never know. 

It lathe manufiaettirei’s business to produce 
aud then put his ararea Into the hands of agents 
who have none of the cares of conducting a fac- 
tory. He does not, cannot go about the city or 
country, huu^fg castanets; he must employ an 
;ent or sc 9 wagents. Who so well qualified 
to act the wdc^fcrudf ti :igent as the merchant, 
w bo has as great an Interest as the manufacture) ? 

Who possesses facilities equal to bis? woo can 
so readily, so speedily put the goods info the 
market? Who can so readily create a demand? 

No on*? The manufacturer’s great mistake 
has been, and is yet to a laige exent, 
that, lLstead of securing his offcuhant neighbor 
as his almost ubiquitous agent, he Ignores the 
value of his co-operation, and sends out one or 
more peddling agents or solicitors, whose time 



mi-take which, ln the past, has to a great extent 
operated against the trade of Louisville. The 
true doctrine has at length been adopted by some, 
but it has uot become general, much less univer- 
sal, nud until such Is the fact the trade or the 
elty will not be what It might be and ought 
to be. 

Second— The next common mistake Is equally 
injurious with the first — perhaps even more. 
That is. the failure on the part of merchants to 
let the world know what they have lor sale, and, 
on the part of manufacturers, what they pro- 
duce. Why thl- Is so mav furnish a study for the 
curl'ius, but the fact Is too palpable to admit of 
an instant's doubt. It may be because of a cer- 
tain Innate m f desty— that modest? which usually 
accompanies decide t worth. It may be because 
they think the superior quality of their wares 
w 111 sell them without adventitious aids. So they 
will, but the process Is very slow; and, while 
they wait for customers to come along accident- 
ally and stumble into their warehouses, 
men wto tell the world where they ate 
have will gain and hold 
ten customers. There are three 
points which should be made unlveisal In their 
adoption, if the merchants and manufacturers of 
this city desire to gain the fullest measure or suc- 
cess— fit st, to keep honest wares; second, to offer 
at the lowest reasonable prices; third, and of first 
Importance, to let all tbe world know what they 
have tor sale, how they propose to sell, and where 
they are located. Every man considers a sign 
necessary over his door to direct into his house 
the customer that Is looking for him, or tbe pa-s- 
mg stranger who may accidentally want to buy. 
It strikes the eyes of very few, yet is considered 
essential. How many consider it Infinitely more es- 
sential, as it Is, to keep a comprehensive sign stuck 
up before the eyes of the entire community? 
How many think it essential to keep even a card 
in the dally and weekly papers, especially of their 
own cltv, where It will most certainly be seen and 
noticed by thousands out of tbe city as well as In 
it? The number lsjrldlculously small. Is any 
man doing so much he don’t warn to do any 
more? Then this article Is not for his benefit— 
not Intended for him at all. Had the Ideas here- 
in been acted upon 50 years ago, Loul-vlile to- 
uay would contain at least half a million of In- 
habitants; aDd If they shall, even now be univer- 
sally adopted, ten or fifteen years hence will find 
Louisville a city of a million of Inhabitants, and 
this vast plain crowded with thousands of manu- 
factories.

Exchange— Is ln great abundance, with bu - 
fair demand. Bitting rates range from X to 
discount, and selling at par to 1-10 discount. 

Gold— T he tendency Is to still lower rates. Tbe 
opening quotation In New York ihlsmomlne was 
121?*. which Is 14 lower than the closing quota 
tlon of yesterday, and at 12 m. was 121?*. 

The weather to-day Is uot to unfavorable for 
out-door employment as yesterday, though early 
ln the morning we had a heavy shower of rain.

A DANCE DF DEATH. 

Extraordinary Performances in a 
Pittsburg Ball Room. 

[From the Pittsburg Gazette.] 

A few evenings since a ball was held in one 
of tbe balls of tbe city, at which a large num- 
ber of Ihe young folks were in attendance. 
Among tbe attractions of the evening was a 
prize, a gold ring, offered to the lady who 
should outwaltz all competitors. At twelve 
o’clock the band struck up “IF Bacchio,” aud 
a full dozen competitors look their places on 
the lloor, entering for the contest. At the ex- 
piration of twenty minutes, four of the couples 
gave way and took their seats, leaving the 
rest twirling and whirling in the giddy and in- 
toxicating dance. One hour more, there were 
but three couples on the floor, and the dance 
went on till after another hour had passed, 
when from sheer exhaustion another couple 
gave away, leaving the floor to the remaining 
two pair of ternsichorcan devotees. The hand 
of music played and played aud plaved, and 
the four fast failing dancers danced and dauced 
and danced, till even those who looked upon 
them grew sick and dizzy. At the end of the 
fourth hour the musicians grew feeble, and 
from the finger ends of the violinists tbe blood 
trickled to the floor, but still they supplied the 
moving p*wer to keep the dancers agoing. 
The excitement grew intense as the fifth hour 
of tbe dance came on, and there were those 
present who insisted on putting an end to the 
merrv, though reckless quartette suicide. 
However, no interference was permitted, aud 
the prize dance, over the jaws of death went 
on. After five hours and three minutes had 
elapsed, oue of tbe ladies fainted, and her 
partner quickly followed her example, and, 
urnidri cheers, the prize was awardea the oth- 
er couple who kept the floor. Then came a 
summing up of damages. The two coutestiug 
girls were uigher death than life, and had to 
be conveyed to their homes — together with 
their partners, who were as badly U6cd up— iu 
carriages, and all have since been iu a precari- 
ous condition and under medical treatment. 
The girls had to have their shoes cut from 
tbeir feet, and their limbs were swollcu next 
day to enormous size. The young men will 
hardly recover, aud the musicians suffered ter- 
ribly aud will never again play at a terpsicho- 
reau contest.

A HEROIC CAPTAIN. 



Extraordinary Method ot Stopping a 
Leak. 

[From the N. Y. Herald.] 

It is reported that at the time of the Collision 
on Thursday of the ferryboat Manhasset and 
the tug Phoenix the steam wreckiugboat Trux- 
ton, Captain T. A. Scott, happened to be pass- 
ing quite near the scene of the accident. Cap- 
tain Scott not being able to get the Truxtou 
alongside of the ferryboat, sprang into a small 
boat aud made his way throueh the cabiu win- 
dows of the Manhasset, arriving in the engint 
room just as the bow of the tug was being ex 
tricated from the ferryboat. As the bow was 
withdrawn the w'hter began at once to flow in 
the aperture with great iorcaand in suehquan- 
tities that the boat would have gone down in 
a few minutes, bad uot Captain Scott, who is a 
.very large man, weighing about 250 pouuds, 
[placed his body in the hole made by the tug 
aud, calling for blankets aud cluthing, suc- 
ceeded in keeping out the water sufficiently 
until tbe boat was got into the slip and after- 
ward planked up the break so ttfBL the pumps 
of the ferrybotd kept her comptmitivelj free 
until she was “aced on the dry dock foot of 
Pike street, where she now is. This is the first 
record of a leak of this size being stopped by a 
man’s body at tbe risk of his own life. Possi- 
bly several hundred lives zvere saved by tbe 
bravery of Captain Scott.

FEMALE REGULATORS. 

They Take a Ifood-lor-Nothing Hus- 
band Out of His lied and Fustigate 
llim. 

\t hi ther or not there Is a regulm ly organized 
baud <>f women regulators tn tbe city the wrber 
of this docs not know, but an extraordinary dem- 
onstration, which took place In the West End 
about 12 o'clock tbe other night, would lead one 
to believe that tbe persecuted and neglected 
wives had banded themselves together in some 
sort of an organization for their own protection 
at;d to eventuate tbe compulsory recognition of 
those rights w hich all good women and lovlnr 
wives beileve to be their due In return for the 
propel discharge of their domestic obligations. 

In this same West End— which is generally 
understood to be that portion or the city lying 
west of the central portion— there lives a man 
who Is the ostensible head of a family, consisting 
of a wife and several children. John *., forsuch 
is nearly his name, was c nee an honest and ln- 
dusulous foundry man, and provided well for bis 
little household until whisky came along and led 
him astrav. For the last two years ae has not 
provided tor hts family at all, and, being seldom 
ai borne, the care and support of the same ba> 
lievolyed upon bis wife alone. By her own ex- 

< rtlons she has provided their dally bread, and 

i r d.-jvored to prepare a pleasant meal and have a 

< heerful Are to welcome her husband home, even 
from bis drunken debaucheries. The cir- 
cumstances of the case have been com- 
monly known In the neighborhood lor 
several months, and hare been considerably 
discussed, atuoDg the ladles particularly. They 
have pondered over and commented on the suf- 
ferings of this unfortunate wife, and half imag-

But 
be »»■ too inurb inebriated to comprehend the 
full measure of their love, aud sunk uncon- 
sciously on tbe bed and went to sleep. His wife 
pulled «>0 bis boots and tlxed him In the bed as 
comfortably as she could and retired to tbe next 
room with her children to remain for tbe night. 
Alt w as still and dark lu that locality on that 
night, and. for some unaccountable reason, the 
gas light* In the vicinity were not burning. The 
.'lock bad not struck twelve live minutes when 
the wlte was awakened by a noise lu the 
room occupitd by her husband. It was an un- 
usual noise— an uproar. She hastened to go In, 
but tbe door was fastened on tbe other side. Her 
husband was screaming “murder!” and tbe 
house was in a tumult. On the otber side of the 
door from tbe wife there was a tumult ludeed. 
Tb** vigilance women were at their work In 
earnest.

Stewart Remanded to tbe Cus- 
tody ol his Mother. 

on the lwth of October last Dr. I). G. Stewart, 
of Floyd couDty, Indiana, obtained tbe appoint- 
ment of guardian to his grand-sou, Charle* 
Stew art. aged over fourteen years. In the Floyd 
County Court of Common Pleas. He produced 
the order of his appointment to the Judge of the 
Jefferson County Court, and bad an order against 
Helena B. Stewart, the mother of Charles, to 
show cause why this order snould not be recorded 
tn said court, and he be admitted as guardian to 
the person and estate ol said Charles in Ken- 
tucky. To this rule Mrs. H. B. Stewart re- 
sponded: 

1st. That she Is the widow of Stewart, who 

died in Iowa in 1854: that she Is the mother and 
only surviving parent of said Charles; that she 
has been a citizen of Kentucky and resident In 
L.utsvllle, Kv„ for the last six years; that 
her said son Charles lived with her, and under 
her care and guardianship: that Dr. Stewart 
fraudulen ly procured her son to run off from 
home on the lstb (Sunday) of October, and on the 
l9tb, without any notice to her, obtained tbe or- 
d-r of appointment In Floyd county, Indiana; 
that her aon had no estate whatever either tn 
Indiana or Kentucky, and had been from hi- 
tdrtb raised, maintained and nurtured by her. 
She denied the power or authority of an Indiana 
court to appoint a guardian to her son, who lived 
with her and under her charge tn Louisville. Ky., 
and who bad been temporarily abducted from Ms 
home. 

The evidence sustained all the points 
made In the response of Mrs. Stewart. Charles, 
w ho had been placed In the House or Refuge by 
tils mother till her right could be tested and se- 
cured by law to the government and custody of 
b'-r boy, was present, in charge of Mr. Caldwell, 
the verv superior superintendent of that noble 
Institution. Charles wa* sworn as a witness on 
behalf of Dr. Stewart, and stated that his 
«t andtather. Dr. Stewart, on Saturday, 
bad persuaded blm to live with blm; that be dtd 
leave home on Sunday, and went to New Albany, 
and next day hts grandfather, Dr. Stewart, took 
him to court, and was appointed hts guar Dan; 
that be was afraid If be went back home his 
mother would whip him; but said, upon beiug 
questioned, that he did not wish to go back to 
Dr. Stewart’s; tbit be wished to stay with hts 
mother; that he would rather remain In tbe 
H iuse of Refuge than go back to Dr. Stewart; 
that this was bis own choice, and tnat no one 
bad instructed him what to say; that his mother 
was kind and good to him, and he wished to live 
with her. The Judge dismissed ur. 
Stewart’s motion upon the grounds that 
the Indiana courts bad no Jurisdiction to appoint 
a guardian to a minor whose mother aDd only 
surviving parent was a cttlzpn of Kentuckv, and 
had her son living with lure, whom she had nur- 
tured from bis birth, and wav In the lawful and 
rightful custody of; that as there was no estate 

ii Indiana and the minor was domiciled with his 
mother In Kentuckv, the order of the Common 
Pleas Court o' .ndlana, produced in this motion, 
wa- void and ould not be recognized by the 
co i~t* ofthl- Siajc as of any validity.

SOT TO BE SEEN. 

The women of Puris, no matter how discon- 
certing their movements are, rarely expose j 
their legs in public. This sort of physical « 
reticence is the more remarkable that the 1 
limbs concealed are mysteriously reputed to ( 
be shapely, and that the concealers themselves , 
are certainly not the least frail of their sex. 1 
Concealed the limbs unquestionably are, how- i 
ever, generally speaking. A Parisian woman, 
whether walking on the sidewalk, crossing 
the street, getting into a carriage or out ot ' 
one. descending a llight of stairs, or tleelng 
before some remorseless juggernaut of an om- 
nibus, rarely exposes her legs to the gaze of 
bystanders or by -passers.

If this is not the se- ‘ 
cret, I have the discretion to give up the con- 
undrum which I have had the honor to pro- 
pose. Respecting the concealment itself, 
though, there can be no question.

Parisian, excessively fond of well-turned an- 
kles and symmetrical calves, who should un- 
dertake to feast his fouducss, as geutlemeu of 
like taste not unfrequently do in our Ameri- 
can cities, by following the first pretty woman 
that passes him on the streets, would almost 
inevitably come to griet— the same grief which 
overtook the hungry fox that followed the 
bull, in one of the late Mr. Lincoln’s fables.

beauty of face, be has, what is better, beauty . 
of soul; and it is uo doubt this precious eu- j 
dowment which supports his end of the line < 
of association iu question. His spirit is kiu to 
Beethoven’s, and spiritual kiudred has wrought 1 
a physical resemblance, which, though easier 
felt than detined, is none the less real.' I think . 
no one who has ever seen my venerable friend 
when enforcing bis views of life or of art by- 
quotations from the great poets of fatherland 
could 6ee this bust of Beethoven without be- 
ing reminded of his soul-cousin iu Louisville. 
The grace- seeking poise of the bead, the man- 
ly, geuerous curves of the mouth, the eager, 
enthusiastic, all but ditliyrambic gaze of in- 
trospection, and, iiually, the union of a cer- 
tain bluntness of features with au expression 
of the keenest seusibility, as if nature had 
speut so much time in adorning the soul that 
she had none left to chisel the face, are oue in 
the bust and in the living head. Long inav it 
live! 

THE NEW FRENCH OPERA-HOUSE. 

Across the street from the window in which 
these busts are displayed is the new French 
Opera House, covering some four acres of 
ground, aud still in course of construction, 
though not, it is due to the architect to say, 
6till in the course of expansion. It lias 
reached its full dimensions. When it is fin- 
ished it will doubtless be the grandest opera- 
house in the world. It is al- 
ready the cynosure of all Paris. The 

cornice of the facade , pursuant to an obvious 
suggestion of taste, is ornamented with the 
busts of celebrated composers, below which 
are the numes of ibe respective originals, with 
the date of their birth to the left, and that of 
their death, if they are dead, to the right; 
those who have the good fortune to be alive 
are honored, in less perfect taste, with blank 
spaces, which, it struck me in passing to-day, 
must have at least to the origiuals themselves 
an unpleasant appearance of yawning for their 
final u atc, aud calling on them, like the man 
on his termagant wife »» extremis , to go on 
with their dying. It assuredly cannot prove 
exceedingly pleasaut to be publicly reminded 
that the public is ready for one’s death when- 
ever one is ready to die. Kaunitz, the great 
prime minister of Maria Theresa, would uot 
let the word ikath be uttered iu bus presence. 
If there is a Kaunitz among the living com- 
posers whose names are inscribe! on this mu- 
sical PantheoD, how he must fret and fume as 
he thinks of the starmg memento mori with 
which the inscription Is associated. It seems 
to me that it would have beeu more in accord- 
ance with the delicacy of Frcucli taste iu such 
things to leave wholly blank the spaces ap- 
propriated to living composers, inserting at 
one and the same time the bust, Ibe name, 
and both the dotes. However, this course 
may have encountered architectural objections 
of which I am not aware. I am quite willlhg 
to give Jie benefit of a doubt to the architect, 
whose name is Gamier , and who, judging from 
Ills professional eminence, must be as accom- 
plished in architecture os his lively namesake 
of Louisville is in cookery. If he is, I have 
nothing more to say. Nay, I take back all I 
have said. *

The Papal Bull Establishiu g 
Regulations for the Ecu- 
menical Council. 



A Majority of the Bishops 
Dissatisfied With Many 
of its Provisions. 



| BY CABLE TELEGRAM.] 

ROME. 

London, Dec. 14.— An importannt Papal 
Dull has been Issued, under the seal of strict 
>«-cr,*ev establishing regulations for the Ecu- 
menical Council. In the exordium His Ho- 
liness exhorts bislioits to live iti the practice 
of .haritv. humility, sobriety and pious 
eonteiuplation during the session of the 
council. He declares that, although the right 
of making propositions for council belongs 
oulv to himself and the Court of Rome ad ms 
cl ad sanctum sodom*, he desires and expects 
every fulle r to think it his duty to make 
propositions, hut ou these conditions; First, 
tba* a proposition be made in writing and 
submitted privately to the council of bishops 
named bv the Pope. Second, that a proposi- 
tion have for its object the geueral interests 
of the Church, and not of a particular 
diocese. 3J. That it be accompanied by a 
statement of the motives which led to its pre- 
sentation. 4th. That it be conformable to the 
spirit and traditions of the Catholic Church. 

Jlis Holiness imposes secrcsy on every per- 
soii concerned in coneiliary labors. 

Ordered precedence is fixed as follows: Car- 
dinal bishops, cardinal priests, cardinal dea- 
cons, patriarchs, primates, archbishops, 
bhhops. abbots and generals of monastic or- 
ders. The fathers are authorized to designate 
Un of their cumber to be charged with the 
judicial settlement of contentions arising 
among themselves. The bull appoints offi- 
cers of council, naming as Ujati or precsidt r>s 
over general congregations. Cardinals De 
Reisach. De Lucia, Bizzarre, Bilo and Capalti. 
l athers who desire to harangue the assembly 
must obtain authorization Irom the Legafl 
that evening preceding the day on which they) 
iuteud to speak. Those who intend to pro- 
pose canons mu-t first submit them to one of 
the four commissioners on faith, discipline, 
religious orders and Oriental allairs; these 
commis'ioners to be chosen by Fathers 
but each w ill be presided over by a Cardinal 
named by the Pope. The bull prohibits 
Fathers from abseutmg themselves before the 
conclusion of the council, and authorizes 
them to resid£ outside their dioceses during 
the entire period of the council. 

A majority of Bishops ate dissatisfied with 
many of the provisions of the Papal bull. 

NEW YORK. 



A Itelormed Counterfeiter Surrenders 
«ome Remarkable Material— Conven- 
tion of Petroleum Refiners. 

New York, Dee. 15. — Col. Whitley, chief 
of the U. $. sec ret service, received' by ex- 
press from Philadelphia last eveuing, a pack- 
age containing a counterfeit $10 bank note 
plate, which is in four pieces — two for the 
face and two for the back — is splendidly en- 
graved ou the finest steel. The latter bearing 
the imprint of John Sellers «.V Sons, Sheffield. 
The person sending it says he has been a 
counterfeiter for the past 12 years but has re- 
formed and left for foreign parts. 

PETROLEUM REFINERS IN CONCLAVE. 

At the convention of petroleum refiners, 
In-Id here yesterday. Win. Morgan, of Pitts- 
burg, was chosen president; M B. Clark, of 
Cleveland, S. Downer, of Boston, Vice-Presi- 
dents; J. Warner, of Pittsbnrg, and R. Ver- 
planek, secretaries. A report on the depreci- 
ation and adulteration of oil was discussed. 
Several uew members were elected and the 
eoiiveution adjourned till to-day. 

CINCINNATI. 



Arrest ol a Drunken Counterfeiter. 

Cincinnati, Dec. 15. — At two o’clock this 
morning the police arrested a man for drunk- 
enness, who gave his name as J. W. Lane. 
Ol him they lound fifty dollars genuine 
money, sixty dollars counterfeit, and also a 
circular letter from Wogan <fc Co., No. 73, 
Nassau street, New York, informing him that 
they sold counterfeit money so well exe- 
cuted as to deceive the government Treasury 
experts, at low rates. He was locked up se- 
curely and will be brought before the U uiteo 
States Commissioners. 

Marine Accident— Panic ou Ship- 
board. 

Kingston, Jamaica, Nov. 30, via Havana, 
Dec. 14. — The steamer Estrilla, while sailing 
from Cape llayti to Port au Prinee, sprung u 
leak on the night of November 27th. A large 
crack was discovered below the water-line, 
u|»ou the discovery of which a panic ensued 
among the passengers and crew. Five of the 
passengers, including Mr. Gregg, American 
Consul at Kingston, escaped in a small boat 
and reached San Nicolas. A perfect pande- 
monium prevailed, but by the eflorts of the 
officers the Estrilla was kept afloat aud 
reached Males ta Nicolas early Sunday, where 
she was met by the schooner which took her 
passengers off and brought them to this city, 
where they arrived this morning. 

Tlic University ot California. 

San Francisco, Dee. 14 — The regents of 
the University of California have resolved to 
abolish fees after April 6, 1870, and declare 
the institution tree to properly-qualified ap- 
plicants from all countries; also requested the 
Legislature to pass a law permitting the I 
board to organize a preparatory department 
for the uni versity.

THE TARIFF QUESTION. 

Washington, Dec. 14. — The movement on 
the taritl question is taking singular shapes iu 
1 the way of memorials to Congress. There was 
presented to the Ways and Means Committee 
to-day a memorial of several thousand of the 
ineehauics and laborers of Schuylkill county, 
Pennsylvania, reminding Congress that labor 
is paid sixty cents a day iu England, forty 
ceuts a day in France, aud thirty cents a day 
in Germany, while it is paid in free America 
from $1 75 to $2 per day per man; that any 
reduction of the duly on iron or any other 
production of the United States tends to re- 
duce the wages of our laborers to the same 
state of abject poverty that prevails in Eu- 
rope; that Congress has established the eight- 
hour law in the Government work-shops, 
which they are thankful for, hut that the sys- 
tem cannot be carried out in other branches 
of business without protection to American 
industry. 

RECONSTRUCTION of VIRGINIA. 

The Reconstruction Committee met this 
morning and found a full delegation of Vir- 
ginians awaiting their action, '.but the commit- 
tee postponed all the measures before them 
till Saturday next, owing to the necessary 
documents not being printed. There are 
three bills before them providing for admis- 
sion, aud the one likely to be adopted is a 
joint resolution declaring that Virginia has 
performed the required acts entitling her to 
representation in the Congress of the United 
States, and that she is entitled to such repre- 
sentation. 

THE FRANKING PRIVILEGE. 

Postmaster Geueral Creswell lias addressed 
the following letttr to Hon. Alex. Ramsey 
and Hon. John Farnsworth, the chairmen of 
the Senate and Mouse Committees on Post- 
offices aud Post Roads:

which official correspondence In matters of inte- 
trtb German Union 
and proceeding lrom the State authorities Is 
made subject to postage; and to enable the officers 
of the govermn -nt io prepay official letters the 
North G si man l’osl Department prepared a new 
kind of stamp lor their use, specimens of which 
have been forwarded to this department. The 
fct< : that the N..itli German Confederation, with 
S* comparative limited grauts of the franking 
iirlvtlege, has fouuo It necessary to abolish offi- 
cial franks, furnbes additional argument, If any 
be required, for the pus-age by Congress of a 
similar law removing uom our postal system the 
Incongruous and auomalous feature which has 
grown into an evil of far greater magnitude lu 
this country than In Germany.

NASHVILLE. 

Debate on the Cincinnati Railroad 
Bill— Cooper the Great on its Consti- 
tutionality— ‘‘Harper Says it*s Con- 
frtitutional 99 — Its C fiances lion ntlul* 

Nashville, Dec. 14. — Contrary to general 
expectation, as manifested yesterday evening, 
the Cincinnati Soutnem railroad bill did not 
pass to-day. The opponents of the measure 
brought their heaviest artillery to bear, and it 
must be confessed they did such execution 
that the bill 6tands in serious danger. If a 
vote had been taken yesterday afternoon, as 
could have been done, if the friends of the bill 
had insisted on the previous question, it 
would have passed by at least two to otic. 
The opposition, however, played 6uch havoc 
to-day that a majority of the House is said to 
be in favor of postponement till next Feb- 
ruary. 

If a vote on postponement had been taken 
to-day just before adjournment it would cer- 
tainly have carried. To-morrow will decide 
the question of postponement, and there will 
undoubtedly be a fierce light over it. The op- 
position claim that postponement is auspi- 
cious for final defeat. Tlic following is a 
synopsis of the proceedings to-day: 

The first question was on the adoption of 
Mr. Rhea’s amendment, providing: for the ap 
poiutment of three persons who would look 
after the interests of the State and the peo- 
ple living along the line of the road. 

Mr. Smith moved to lay the amendment on 
the table. Cari itd — yeas 40, nays 27. 

Mr. White’s amendment, that the passen- 
ger tax on said toad be used for the benefit of 
common schools in this State. 

Mr. McElwce moved to lav Mr. Rosson’s 
amendment on the table. Carried — ayes 3‘J, 
nays 29. 

Mr. White’s amendment was then taken up. 
Its author contended earnestly for its adopt- 
tiou, saying it would be a most suicidal pol- 
icy for the State to allow one hundred miles 
of railway to run through its 6oil without 
first making some provision for retaining 
some legislative control over said road. 

Mr. Speaker Perkins said that near- 
ly every lawyer in the House was 
opposed to tne bill on grave constitu- 
tional grounds. These objections had not 
been answered m a single instance, aud yet 
every amendment that is proposed is sum- 
marily voted down without allowing debate 
or discussion. When argument is adduced 
why the bill should not pass we are met with 
the flippant assertion that Mr. Cooper says it 
is constitutiona 1 . That is the principal argu- 
ment brought forward in its favoi, that Mr. 
Cooper says it is all right. This House should 
be governed by different considerations in a 
question of such gravity as this. Nearly 
every man on the floor would vote for the bill 
if it was properly amended. He hoped its 
friends would not rush it through in this 
hasty manner. 

Mr. Fleming fo’lowed. He entered his 
earnest protest against tlic couduct of the 
active supporters iu attempting to stifle dis- 
cussion by summary motions. He said that 
such a course was but in keeping with the 
outgoings of the scheme. lie continued at 
some length, and called especial attention to 
the fact that Cincinnati is determined to have 
the right of way upon her own terms or not 
at all, and he appealed to the members if the 
course of the advocates of the measure did 
not clearly demonstrate that the in- 
terests of Cincinnati alone were to 
be promoted, while every amendment 
to protect the people of Tennessee agaiust the 
grasping and exclusive policy or that city is 
met with vigorous opposition. He again 
called attention to the fact that the passage 
of the bill in its present shape would be a 
finality so far as future legislation Is con- 
cerned; lor it seems to confer a right in jx-r- 
I jetuum , It has no limitation whatever, aud 
our children aud their children after them 
could not shake oil the oppression of such a 
monopoly, should cot the courts iuterveue 
to hold the act invalid. 

Mr. Hicks, a lriend of the bill, thought it 
of such great importance that its considera- 
tion should be postponed until after the Con- 
stitutional Convention, and he would there- 
fore move that it be deferred until the first 
Monday in February. 

Mr. James, of Hamilton, said tlic amend- 
ments would have becu received differently 
if they were oilered in good faith, but it so 
happened that they were proposed with 
special reference to defeating the bill, and as 
such they were not entitled to much consid- 
eration. He continued at some leugtli iu 
defense of the general features of t c bill, 
remarking that it would have no warmer 
champion thau the gentleman from Knox if 
its Ternessee terminus had been Knoxville, 
instead of Chattanooga. He concluded by 
saying he would accept the amendment of Mr. 
White if it was so amended as to allow the 
State the same control in the road that it now 
has in other roads iu the State iu which it has 
no stock. 

Mr Hornbergcr said Le was in favor of the 
proposed railroad, hut w ould be compelled to 
vote against the bill in its present shape. It 
claimed privileges and franchises which no 
State could afford to give without first 
reserving some control over the road. 
He argued at some length that 

the bill was manife?tly unconstitutional. 
For the Legislature to grant what is claimed 
in this bill would be a most suicidal act and 
a grievous wrong to the people of this State. 
He would not oppose a bill to incorporate the 
road, but to allow it to pass interminably 
through Teunessee, taking away the sover- 
eign power of the State over its own territory, 
was something so monstrous that he 
was fain to believe the mem- 
oers of the House could never 
so far betray the interests of the people tney 
represented as to vote for it. Such a bill as 
this was never before presented in a legisla- 
tive body. He continued at* considerable 
length, mainly presenting the constitutional 
objections to the bill anti discussing that doc- 
ument section by section. Before he had con- 
cluded his speech the House adjourned. 

The resolution looking toward woman suf- 
frage was tabled in the House to-day by a vote 
of 49 to 13.

ENGLAND. 

LAST WILL AND TESTAMENT OF GEORGE PEA- 
BODY. 

London, Dec. 13. — The last will and testa- 
ment of the late Mr. George Peabody has not 
yet been passed for probate at Dock rs’ Com- 
mon, iu this city. The contents of this im- 
portant document, however, set forth substan- 
tially as follows, viz: 

Mr. Peabody’s property in England is set 
down under £400,000. He beuueaths £5,000 to 
each one of his executors; £150,000 sterling to 
his London charity, payable within three years, 
alter the manner which he direft.-; a few lega- 
cies of minor amount to individuals; the bal- 
ance remaining to be divided as provided 
among his relatives in America. The trustees 
are Mr. George Peabody Russell and two oth- 
er nephews, who are made residuary lezatees, 
and empowered to settle all the affairs con- 
nected with the property in America, which is 
estimated as ranging between $750,000 and 
$ 1 , 000 , 000 . 

EMBARKATION OF PEABODY’S REMAINS. 

London, December 13. — The reception of 
the remains of the late George Peabody on 
board the iron-clad Monarch took place on 
Saturday. Although it was intended that the 
proceedings should be privately conducted, 
they w ere attended by au interesting demon- 
stration of respect. The remains were ac- 
companied to the place of embarkation by Sir 
Custis Lampson, Charles Reed, Minister Mot- 
ley, -I. S. Morgan and H. Somerby. They 
were received at the docK by the municipal 
authorities of Portsmouth aud the officers and 
marine* of Her Majesty’s steamer Monarch 
and United States steamer Plymouth. U r 
Majesty’s steamer the Duke of Wellington 
tired minute guns during the embarkation. 
Tin- ships in the harbor displayed their flags 
at half mast and dipped their ensigns as the 
Monarch steamed out. On the arrival of 
the coffin ou board, Mr. Motley addressea 
Captain Commerel. commander of the ship, 
as follows: 

ADDRESS OF MR. MOTLEY. 

“Sir: The President of the United States 
having been informed of the death of the 
great philanthropist, the lamented Mr. Pea- 
body, at once ordered a ship from the Euro- 
pean squadron of the United States to pro- 
ceed to this couutry in order to convey his 
remains to America. Simultaneously her 
Majesty the Queen, being apprised of the sad 
event, gave orders that one of her Majesty’s 
ships should be appointed to perform the 
same office. This double honor from the 
heads of two great nations to a simple Ameri- 
can citizen was like his bounty to the poor 
of both nations — quite unprecedented.

All that was 
mortal therefore of our lamented lriend was 
taken this morning from Westminster Abbey, 
where very rarely before in liistory did a 
foreigner of any nation find sepulture, wheth- 
er temporary or permanent, and lias been 
brought to this port. As Minister of the Re- 
public at the Court of her Majesty, I have 
been requested by the relatives and executors 
of Mr. Peabody, who are now present, to 
confide these his revered remains to your 
keeping. This duty I have now the honor 
of fulfilling.” 

CAPT. COMMEREL’s REPLY. 

Capt. Commerel replied: “Mr. Motley, I 
accept this sacred trust, sir, in the same spirit 
in which you have confided it to my care, aud 
I assure you that these remains shall be cared 
for and guarded by me aud those around me 
with jealous interest as sacred relics of one 
whose memory will ever be held dear by the 
people of my country.”
